» Robert Jones, son of Mr. and Mrs 
Willis Jones, of Claremont, is having 
some wonderful sightseeing trips 
while sefving uncle: Sam in far-off 
Italy. In-a letter which is published 
herewith, “Bob” tells of visiting the 
wonderful art galleries of Europe, 
the ruins of buried Pompeit, the an 
cient Roman places of interest and 
the former estates of the famiyl of 
Medici of France. One of the inter- 
esting sights was a peep into the 
treasury of St Peter’s shrine, where 
golden vases studded with brilliant 
diamonds, gifts to the former popes, 
are stored, the whole valued at 
$30,000,000. He saw the famous 
baths of Caraucala, where he thinks 
there must have been room for all 
Rome, but suggests that the cleanli- 
ness of the pagans must have been 
buried with them. The letter fol- 
lows:

Italy, otherwise we would not have 
been able to save enough out of our 
small stipend! 1 was able to pur- 
chase a few souvenirs and the trip 
was well worth the extreme ‘“com- 
forts” of present travel.

the valley when the Spanish Padres 
established the Mission at San Ber- 
nardino, on the spot of Urbita 
Springs, in the year 1810. The year 
1812 was noted for its terrible earth- 
quakes, especially noted in the boil- 
ing of the hot sulphur waters of the 
springs, causing the superstitious In- 
dians to turn against the Fathers and 
destroy the Mission in the effort, so 
they believed, to pacify their an- 
cient and angry gods. In 1820, how- 
ever, at the request of the Indians, 
the Mission was rebuilt. ‘Then came 
the Mexicans to this valley. Cuca- 
monga had the first school, which 
was held in the old brick building, 
later used as a tavern, on the crest 
Sf one of the Red Hill elevations. 
It has been the belief of the In- 
dians and old-timers, that near here 
somewhere there is a vast hidden 
treasure, and some years ago holes 
dug under every tree and likely 
place, were a common sight. So 
intensely interesting did this sub- 
ject prove to be, that it was votetl 
to continue same at the next meet- 
ing, which will be held on ‘Thursday, 
Feb. 27th, at the home of Mrs. J. 
W. McKee, on Hellman avenue. At-

Imagine a city started in 224 B. 


C., full of life for 350 years, then 
suddenly buried and 2000 years later 
excavated where the public eyes can 
gaze upon it. 

In the rough stone steps notice 
the stepping stones from one curb to 
the other. Here the maiden crossed 
without wetting her feet and the 
chariots drove up and down. Wine 
shops and bakeries are still in an 
excellent state of preservation and 
give a perfect idea of their busi- 
ness. Look at the.ovens in any mod- 
ern bakery and they are just the 
same, 


The theaters are the same as of 
the 14th and 15th centuries. One 
room in a home where the roof had 
not been demolished was found the 
bodies of the family, their bodies un- 
touched. The room was sealed with 
glass and we could see everything in 
its entirety. 


The museum is full of chariots, 
petrified bodies, bronzes, candlesticks, 
decorations of the home, etc. I wish 
I could tell you all; no not all, for 
Pompeii was in its prime what we 
would call vile, and it is supposed 
that it was destroyed because the 
people were not fit to live.

A SCHOOL FOR BOYS 


M. E. Bemis in California 
vator: We are often prone to won- 
der why it is that more farm boys 
don’t take an agricultural course, and 
the most common answer is that 
they can’t afford it, that is the ma- 
jority cannot afford either the time 
or the cost of four years in college. 
Years ago Senator Vilas of Wiscon- 
sin suggested to Dean W. A. Henry 
of the Wisconsin college of agricul- 
ture that they popularize the college 
by forming short courses, and after 
some experimenting the agricultural 
short course Was started and has re- 
isulted in doing an immense amount 
of good throughout the country. 

In one of the New England states 
they have a school for farm boys 
that is unique, because it is different. 
To be exact there are two agricultural 
schools in the state of Vermont, One 
of these is known as the Vail agri- 
cultural school. The purpose of this 
school is to give the kind of instruc 
tion that will be most helpful to boys 
that expect become farmers, The 
time required is one full Most

The only es 
sential difference is the diploma, and 
is that worth three years of a young 
man‘s life? 

Just why a boy or young man 
should spend four years in learning 
a lot of things that he is never going 
to have any use for and will forget 
within five years after he leaves col- 
lege, is one of the questions that we 
don’t attempt to answer, but just go 
on In the same old way, because that 
has always been the way. 

If a young man starts out to learn 
the carpenter's trade he is not re- 
quired to learn Latin, or astronomy, 
or chemistry. He starts right in to 
acquire a knowledge of things that 
are to be useful to him. A doctor has 
as little use for astronomy as the 
carpenter, but he has to learn it just 
the same, because that is,a part of 
his regular course of study, and if he | 
didn't take a lot of studies that he 
would have no use for he wouldn't 
need to stay in college for four years 
to get his degree. Of course it Is the 
fashion, and although he is virtually 
wasting half of his four years, he has 
to keep right on the beaten path be- 
cause that is the prescribed method 
It has to be so because it has been 
so ever since the days of Socrates, 
who had all kinds of time and never 
considered his pupil's education com- 
plete until he had delivered the last 
lecture to his students while they 
were waiting for the hemlock to get 
|in its work. We are living in a differ- 
ent age now and we do things in a 
hurry—except in the matter of eda-

sippi valley, it was found that more 
than 90 per cent were brought up on 
farms; that 31% per cent remained 
on their fathers’ farms until they be- 
came owners and 27 per cent until 
they became tenants, then owners; 
that 18% per cent passed from ware 
elnets to ownership, skipping the 
tenant stage; and that 18 per cent 
were first farm boys, then wage earn- 
ers, later tenants, and finally owners. 
It is stated, on the basia of census 
statistics, that 76 per cent of the 
farmers under 25 years of age are 
tenants, while the percentage falls 
with age, so that among those 55 
years old and above only 20 per cent 
are tenants, In the older sections of 
the country (except in the south, 
which has a large negro population), 
that is in the New England and Mid- 
dle Atlantic states, the tenant farmers 
formed a smaller proportion in 1910 
than in 1900. This is also the case 
with the Recky Mountain and Pacifie 
divisions, where there has been a 
relative abundance of lands, The 
conditions on the whole, therefore, 
are not in the direction of @etertora- 
tion but of improvement. The pro- 
cess has been one of emergence of 
wage laborers’ and sons of farmers 
first to tenancy and then to owner: 
ship. 4 

“The legislative steps that have 
been taken to promote better eredit 
terms for farmers will have a_ten- 
dency to hasten this process. The 
Operation of the farm loan system, 
through arrangements by which those 


who have sold lands take a second 
mortgage subordinate to the first 
nortgage of the farm land banks 


carrying a relatively low rate of in- 
terest, will have a beneficial influence, 
If further developments can be made 
through the application of the princt- 
ple of cooperation, especially in the 
formation of personal credit unions, 
the conditions will be more favora- 
ble. In the meantime special atten- 
tion should be given to the terms 
of tenancy, Including the lease 
contract, with a view to increase the 
interest both of the landlord and of 
the tenant in soil improvement and 
to make sure that there {is an 
equitable division of the income.”
